As .the indi- 
vidual grows older, conditions of life 
change and it may be necessary to 
break up lifelong habits.

are associated with improper adjust-

in which the individual develops the 
idea of oppression, exploitation, or 
persecution by those in positions of 
power. 


A recent study of true neurotics lists 


those who show symptoms of distor- 


_.,"tion of their ordinary instincts and 
. emotions. These distortions are re- 


classified into several types. 


There is the neurotic who is sub- 


Emissive, resigned, and placid because 
he finds the world too hard a place 
to live in and who desires security, 
refuge, and lack 
of 
responsibility 


without loss of respect. 


These invalids frequently 
develop 


disturbances of digestion and of the 
bowels which give them a quite com- 
fortable or mild invalidism and there- 
by a certain amount of freedom from 
responsibility and struggle with the 
world. 


Another type is the invalid who is 


driving and ostentations because he 
has found that through illness he may 
maintain a sort of tyranny and prece- 
dence in the household. 


Another submissive type is the one 


who copies the symptoms of another 
person whom he loves or fears. These 
symptoms are most related to swal- 
lowing and digestion. 


Finally there is the invalid whose 


neurosis arises from conflicts which 
he is unable to win, Ife, hterefore, 
solves his difficulties by retreat into 
a safe comfortable, and respectable 
illness. 


In this type of nervousness there is 


a great deal of restlessness, alternat- 
ing depression, and elation, and a con- 
siderable amount of selfishness arid 
vanity.

State Powerless

to the disgust of this writer. 


Readers of The Star 
will recollect 


our frequenl references to the cases of 
Senator-Elect Vare of Pennsylvania 
nnd Senator-Elect Smith of Illinois, 
jcth of whom had swum through an 
ocean of fraud in the primary and 
general elections, only to be denied 
heir scats in congress. 


Congress set itself up to be the 


noral judge of sovereign states—not- 
withstanding the fact that our coun- 
try is supposed to be a union of com- 
monwealths each of whom elects its 
delegates to the federal congress. 


It is absurd to suppose that public 


morality is any higher in a superior 
division of government, than in an in- 
ferior one. or that the people of one 
section of America are more political- 
ly honest than the people of another 
section. 


But that is the very proposition con- 


gress is attempting to put upon us 
when il holds that it is the final judge 
over all its members. 


X X X 


It is probable, however, that in this 


particular case tho congress will oust 
Mr. Parks and put Mr. Kitchens in 
the Seventh district seat. 


The Illinois and Pennsylvania cases 


were not a battle over elcclions fig- 
ures. There was no 
question but 


that Mr. Smith and Mr. Vare were 
elected. The 
question was: Where 


did they get the money that assured 
their election? 


And the senate held they were unfit 


to be public servants. 


The congress as a general rule, how- 


over, follows the election returns; and 
where a contest has been pushed, and 
the results overturned, the 
congress 


usually lakes action—when 
it 
gets 


iiround to it. 


And yet, in view of what il did in 


the Illinois and Pennsylvania cases, 
congress could with perfect ease toll 
Mr. Kitchens il didn't care what an 
Arkansas circuit court declared—Mr. 
Parks has the seat, and can hold il. 


The congress could do that—but il 


probably won't. 


And yet the spectacle of Ihe duly- 


elected representative of one section 
of the nation sitting in judgment upon 
an elected representative of another 
.section is disstasteful to the American 
people. We do nol allow politicians 
to sit in judgment on themselves. The 
people pass on politicians—and what 
the voters of the Scvenlh Arkansas 
district have said must always be in 
the sight of our ancient laws and pre- 
cedents the final judgment.

cuit Judge Patrick Henry, in giving 
him a decree showing his nomination 
by reason of fraud in the primary, had 
declared a vacancy existed in Ihe of- 
fice. 


"Tlie primary does not elect an of- 


ficer, bul selects a candidate of the 
party lo run for office," said Gover- 
nor Futrcll. "Under the decisions of 
the court, Mr. Kitchens was that se- 
lection. On the face of returns, Mr. 
Parks was certified as the nominee. 
In the eleclion, Mr. Parks was Ihe on- 
ly candidate and was elected. This 
election is not contested. If the gen- 
eral eleclion were yet to be held, Mr. 
Kitchens as the nominee would be 
elected congressman. The delay in the 
decision of this matter until after th'.' 
general election is the unfortunat. 
circumstance in the mater." 


Up to Congress 


After reciting provisions of Ihe Unit- 


cd States Constitution which give con- 
gress the authority to seat or unseal 
members, Governor Fulrcll added: 


"Congressman may be unseated for 


any cause deemed sufficient by con- 
gress. Both senators and representa- 
tives have been unseated on account of 
fraud in their own elections. These 
elections, however, were for the of- 
fice, and not for the nomination, if I 
am correctly advised. I do not doubt 
the power of congress to unseal a man 
for fraud and corruption in a primary 
election, but until il has done so, 
there is no vacancy. I have no right 
to exercise the powers granted by the 
United Slales Constitution until a va- 
cancy has been declared by congress. 


"The stale is without authority to 


declare a vacancy, and has not at- 
tempted to do so, all the courts have 
done is lo declare lhat Mr. Kilchens 
was the rightful nominee of the dem- 
ocratic party. This was not done in 
time for him to be certified before the 
election in November. 
The circum- 


stances of this case are a forceful re- 
minder that our 
primary 
election 


should be held al such time so as to 
enable the court to determine who is 
the nominee before the genera] elec- 
tion. 


"Congrss has passed laws provid- 


ing for contests of a seat in congress. 
This legislation, of course, is exclusive, 
and the conlesl of Ihe office of con- 
gressman can be had in no olher way." 


Alford Is Named 
Revenue Attorney 


Former Local Prosecutor 


to Handle Tax Collec- 


tion Cases 


LITTLE ROCK.~-(/p)~Stnte Reve- 


nue Commissioner Earl R. Wiseman 
Snturdny announced the appointment 
>f Millard Alford, former prosecuting 
attorney of Texarkann, as special full 
time nttorncy for the revenue depart- 
ment. 


The appointment was made under 


a 1935 act which authorized the de- 
partment which now collects in excess 
of $10,000,000 in taxes annually, to em- 
piyo 11 full time attorney who would 
attend to the many duties in connec- 
tion with collections. 


There was on appropriation of $5.- 


000 for the salary and expenses o 
the special attorney. 


Wiseman's department has grown to 


immense proportions due to added tax 
collection duties. 


The recent general assembly placed 


under the department the duties of 
collecting taxes 
and 
administering 


regulations under the Thorn liquor 
control act, the racing act, nnd the 
sales tax act which goes into effect 
May 1. 


These additional sources of reve- 


nue are estimated to yield about $5.- 
000.000 a .year in addition to those the 
department already is collecting.
